Study: Aspirin little help in pregnancy 


BOSTON — A major new study finds little benefit to routinely giving 
aspirin to healthy pregriwt women as a way of preventing hi^ blood 
pressure, a serious complication of pregnancy. 

Several stupes have found that aspirin con forestall high blood pres- 
sure during pregnancy among those who are olr^y at hi^ risk of the 
condition, known os pre-eclampsia. 

Some doctoR also recommend low doses of aspirin to women at mod- 
erate or low risk on the thwiy that it might help and probably is not 
haimfuL'However. there wju no dear proqf of these assumptions. 

The new study was intended to see if all firSt-tirae pregnant women 
would benefit from’ minuscule doses of doily aspirin. It found the advan- 
tages were slight and did not Improve the h^th of newborns. •

Study: Aspirin little help in pregnancy 

BOSTON — A major new study finds little benefit to routinely giving 
ospinn to heal^y pregnwt women os a way of preventing hij^ blood ■ 
pressure, a serious complication of pregnancy. 

Sever^ studies have found that aspirin can forestall high blood pres- 
sure during pregnancy among those who are already at high risk of the 
condition; knouti as pre-eclampsio. 

Some doctore also recommend low doses of aspirin to women at mod- 
wate or low risk on the theory that it might help and probably is not 
haroniJ. However, there was no clear proof ofthese assumptions. 

The new study was intended to see if oil first*time pregnant women 
^ would benefit fiom minuscule doses of daily aspirin. It found the advan- 
tages were slight and did not improve the hewth of newborns.

Mansion issue is mostly 
~a question about style 


The debate over building an Idaho 
governor's mansion is not really 
pboui bricks.and mortar. . 

It really is about what kind of state 
Idaho is, what kind of governor we 
will have, and what kind of relation- 
ship will exist between the governor 
and the governed. 

When this month's Money m'aga- 
zme described “How Our Governors 
linye It Up," i.l tagged Cec.il Andrus 
with the title, “Mr. Frugal.” His 
salary (S75.000, plus a S6.000 hous- 
ing dllbwancc)' is 31 percent below 
the national average for governors. 
He lives in his own home, drives-a 
year-old Cadillac and. flics coach. 

Contrast this style with, say, Mary- 


has a 31,000-square-foot mansion, a 
gubernatorial yacht and a S95.000 
skybox for Orioles games. Or Vir-' 
ginia’s L. Douglas Wilder, who has 
three planes and a helicopter. 

Style is important in politics, of 
course. But it shouldn't be confused 
with substance. Hearing Andrus 
called “Mr. Frugal” may surprise 
Republican legislative leaders who 
fight him to hold down state spend- 
ing. 

But yes, Andrus does have an out- 
wardly frugal - even humble - gov- 
ernorship. Part of that is by his own 
choosing, and pirn reflects (he state 
' in which he lives. Idaho taxpayers 
would chafe at paying for Shaefer or 
Wilder’s royal prerogatives. 


' Andrus combines his egalitarian 
persona with an authoritarian — some 
.would say imperial - approach to 
leadership. This shrewd balance is a 
hallmark of his masterful political * 
style. 

But Andrus will not be governor 
much longer, and our next governor 
will have a different style. A modest 
mansion such as Idaho is contem- 
plating (5,000 square feet - among 
the smallest irt the nation) might 
have practical value. 

The governorship is a special of- 
fice, with some important ceremoni- 
al aspects. Though Andrus is satis- 
fied with doing his official entertain- 
ing in restaurants, a mansion with a 


next gdVemor’s prestige and dignity. 

Cost is a consideration, of course, 
but a smallish mansion is not a big 
expense. A $1 million mansion, with 
$100,000 a year in upkeep, would 
still leave Idaho with one of the na- 
tion's most economical governors. 

On the other hand, who isn't proud 
- in this age of bankrupt state trea- 
suries - to live in one of the five fru- 
gal states whose governors buy their 
own Spacklc? 

At bottom, the true issue is neither 
practical nor fiscal, but a matter of 
style.. How do wc prefer our gover- 
nor - plain or fancy? Or niorc accu- 
rately. how do wc want our governor 
to govern, both in style and in sub- 
stance?

TWIN FALLS - A dispute about secret 
loan negotiations for construction has led 
to the Twin Falls Clinic and Hospital’s re- 
cent suit against a Utah ftnoncial firm.

Oflicials with PFC didn’t return calls to 
comment 

Early this year, (he clinic’s directors be- 
gan plans to build “Phase H” of the clinic, 
according to the suit. Clinic officials be- 
gan negotiations with First Security Bank 
ofliccrs early this year about arranging a 


loan package to pay for the expansion. 

But in the summer, clinic officials de- 
cided to shop around with other lenders 
for other loan terms. 

And clinic officials contacted PFC,^ 
which conducts financing searches for 
companies. But clinic ofticials say they 
stipulated that PFC couldn’t tell First Se- 
curity that the clinic was shopping around 
with other lenders, according to the suit. 

In'AugustrPFC-notificd FiiTrt-Sccurity- 
that it was loan (hopping for the clinic, ac- 
cording to the suit. 

Now the clinic doesn't want to pay 
PFC's fee if First Security is eventually 
-choscii as the lender for the expansion. 
And the clinic is asking for n judge to de- 
cide if n loan from First Security would 
force the clinic to pay PFC’s fee. 

“We decided to try to clear up this issue 
before a loon is taken out," said Patrick 
Brown, attorney for the clinic. 

The contract between the clinic and 
PFC is included in the suit documents. .

Children and the Health and Welfare agency would 
lower the maximum number of infants pcr.adult to four 
children. The new ratios would apply after Jan. 1 to 
child-cure centers (hut accept federal subsidies lo cure 
for children. 

The ratios would allow one worker for every six 
children between 13 months and 30 months, and one 
adult for every 12 preschoolers.

Race car returns to rotunda after 3 years 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Utah's 
most famous race car. the Mormon 
Meteor HI. is back in the Capitol roiiin- 
da after a bumpy ride wiih the slate and 
three years in the shop. 

Tlic 53-year-old car boasts a special- 
ly built Due.scnberg chassis and a V-12 
Curtis Conqueror aircnifi engine, and 
was the last of the record-breakers 
noted speedster Ab Jenkins drove 
lielwccn 1931 and 1950. 

Jenkins, a former mayor of Salt Lake 
City, drove his Meteors to, records in 
distances ranging from 10 miles to 
10.000 miles, though his cars never 
quite measured up to the brute power of

JEROME — Harvest reports confirm 
suspicions the Idaho Department of Fish 
and Game has been broadcasting for sev- 
eral months: The 1992 deer crop took a 
major hit from drought ond winter. 

After reviewing the checking station 
results for the past two weekends, Magic 
Volley Region Wildlife Manager Craig 
kvale said production may have been 
better in the north while the south come 
in under expectation. 

In several stations, the percentage of 
yearlings in the harvest was down to all- 
time lows in the 16 to 18 percent range. 

“But we were surprised that the success 
rates overall held up as well as they did,” 
Kvnie said. •‘Eapecially_oii-the-SQUthis- 
castem end.’’ 

Biologists started thinking in terms of 
fewer deer 1 8 months ago when drought 
conditions jmt the 1992 fawn crop under 
■ 'severe stroni. The'number surviving into - 
the falPwas down.l5-25.percent,.hcrd 
composition surveys indicate. . 

That meant even the summer survivors 
went into last winter in probably less- 
than-great physical condition. The long 
siege of cold and snow took a heavy toll. 

In. Unit 43, only 16 percent of the 
bucks coming through were yearlings. 
"Typically, the harvest would be 60 per- 
cent,” Kvale said, “and hunters were not 
seeing as many deer." 

In Unit 49, the yearling-buck percent- 
age reached 28 percent — the lowest on 
record. In Unit 55 (Sublett), yearling 
bueks amounted to 12 percent. Antlered

Only 279 re- 
lumed ^is year, getting 46 deer for 17 
percent success. 

The number of hunters was down obout 
1 00 in Unit 49, also due to fire lost year. 
Unit 39, just to the west in Elmore Coun- 
ty, picked up some slack with on extra 8 1 
hunters. But success.vros well down. 


“We had rain off and on in a lot of lo- 
cations so hunting conditions weren’t 
fantastic,’’ Kvalc said. “Some of the 
southern areas had fog and hunters 
couldn’t' more than SO-60 feet much of 
the time.” 

On a brighter note, the Bellevue check 
station, set up primarily to process Wood 
River pheasant hunters on their way 
home, turned up 28 elk. 

“Most of them were coming out of 
.units 48 and 49,'” Kvalc said. “The 
hunters were giving us good,reports on 
the numbers seen in those units.”

SPOKANE — Environmental groups 
are opposing former -Washington state 
* fisheries director Bill Wilkerson's candU 
dacy for regional director of the National 
Marine Fisheries Service. 

Rolland Schmilten, who began his new 
job Monday as the; agency’s head, 
doesn’t expect to fill his old job as re- 
gional director for four mqnths. 

But within days of Schmitten’s Oct. 4 
appointment, environmental leaders 
wrote Commerce Secretary Ron Brown 
to lobby against Wilkerson, one of six 
men and a woman being considered. 

The environmentalists told Brown that 
Wilkerson could not be objective in set- 
ting a policy to save salmon species be- 
cause he has served as a S200-an-hour 
consultant for the Bonneville Power Ad- 
ministration, the Portland, Ore.-based re- 
gional power marketing agency. 

“The toughest challenge facing the 
Northwest NMFS director is to make 
significant and lasting change in the fed- 
eral hydrosystem's wholesale slaughter 
of Columbia Basin salmon, several 
species of which arc either listed or soon 
— wtH-'bcnnidct~thc-Endangcrcd''SpccTC8 — 
Act,” the groups wrote Brown. ^ 

“BPA is one of three federal agencies 
operating that hydrosysicm. Any North- 
west NMFS director must have and 
maintain stringent arms-Iength relations 
with BPA,” the 10 groups wrote. 

Wilkerson described BPA as one of 
many clients involved in natural resource 
issues. He denied the environmentalists' 
contention that he orchestrated secret 
meetings after Oregon Sen. Mark Hat- 
field’s Salmon Summit in 1992- 

“I had absolutely nothing to do with 
setting up a ‘shadow summit,”’ Wilker- 
son said recently. 

He said he was advising Hatfield on 
changing practices that might save fish.- 

Those lobbying against Wilkersoh'in- 
efude representatives of American 
Rivers,. the Sierra Club, Friends of the 
Earth ond seven ojhcr groups. 

“Are wc going to look for new, con- 
structive leadership, or. arc wc going to 
fall back on the Good Old Boy net- 
work?” asked attorney Lorraine Bodi of 
- American Rivers. 

Donna Pnrm,ji_NMFS lawyer in Sea t- 
tle who deals wilh endangered species is- 
sues, is considered Schmitten's “in- 
house” candidate for the regional job.

Eggs from endangered sabnon fertilized 

BOISE — Six-thousand eggs from the endangered Snake River 
sockeye salmon collected in'the Stanley Basin were fertilized on Oct. 

8, Idaho Fish and Came Department officials say. 

The eggs were udeen from two female sockeye which migrated 900 
miles from the ocean this summer, separated into batches and fertil- 
ized with sperm from eight male sockeye. 

Fish and Game kept the salmon at the Sawtooth Hatchery until they 
were ready to spawn. 

The eight moles included six which migrated to Idaho this season, 
one raised in captivity since 1991 and one which was the single sock- 
eye to moke the migration in 1992. That fish’s sperm was preserved 
by freezing. 

Separating the eggs into batches and fertilizing each with sperm 
from a difTercnt-male results in the greatest genetic diversity. " 
Biologists hope it will result in at least some of the offspring hWing 
the instinct and stamina to reach the sea and some back. 

The species was listed as endangered in 1991, a year in which four 
sockcye'retumed. Thousands used to moke the trip when there were 
no dams on the lower Snake and Coluiribia rivers. 

In another landmark event, the first “captive’’ female sockeye )vos 
spawned Oct. 7. About 2,000 eggs were collected from that fish and 
'ferti]izcd~by~thc males which returned to Redflsh Lake this year. 
About 25 of.the captive female sockeye raised by Fish and Game arc 

— cxpcctcd-tobc-spawriW-this-yeaft ^ 

There were part of a larger group of sockeye captured in 1991 as 
young salmon began their migration to the ocean. 

The captive program has b^ compared to raising California con- 
. dora in captivi^. In Idaho, the program is considered the best chance 
to delay extiiiction of the species while politicians and bureaucrats 
argue over whether, or how, to modify the eight dams which kill thou- 
sands of young salmon headed downstream.
